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Who will pay for new technology?

In today’s increasingly complex health-care 
world, advances in technology and technique are a 
two-edged sword. 

With spiraling costs, we may have “technologied” 
ourselves out of insurance coverage. 

Years ago, the list of illnesses that people simply 
had to “live with” was long. Now, with an ever- 
expanding array of treatments and procedures, that 
list is continually pared down. Even some cancers 
are now curable. ; 

Such advances have raised the hopes of the sick 
and disabled, but they have also raised the societal 
cost of health care almost to unthinkable heights. 

An unusually short boy is given a $150,000 treat- 
ment of human growth hormone — an experimental 
procedure at best — and it’s all on his insurer’s bill. 
Thousands of others receive $1,000 magnetic reso- 
nance imaging (MRI) scans in the event their 
headaches and/or dizziness are caused by an unde- 
tected brain tumor. as 

It’s no wonder the insurance industry is taking it 
in the shorts. 

The greater question, however, has been brought 
to the forefront by the national debate over health 
care: where do we draw the line? 

From a purely economical point of view, there 
must be some form of health-care rationing. It 
seems virtually impossible to make every treatment, 


no matter what the cost, available to every human 
being. - 

From a purely humanitarian point of view, it is a 
gross injustice to deny someone a treatment that, 
however unproven, may improve or even save his 
or her life. 

Somewhere, the two roads must meet. 

And, despite what many vocal critics say, the pri-

mary culprit of soaring health-care costs appears 
not to be insurance mismanagement, overwhelming 
paperwork or malpractice litigation. 

It may be the technology itself. 

Consider the medicinal menu available to today’s 
afflicted: artificial hips ($20,000); coronary bypass- 
es ($20,000); organ transplants ($100,000 and high- 


er); implantable cardiac defibrillators ($40,000); 


. bone marrow transplants ($100,000); genetically 


engineered drugs (hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars); and more. : : 

And there’s no indication to believe that the sim- 
ple cost of new procedures and technologies will 
ever slow down — they continue to outpace any 
conceivable comparative growth rate. 

In harnessing the available technology to con- 
form with practical spending capability, lawmakers 
and citizens alike must make the “tough decisions” 
being championed by the Clintons and others. 

One of those decisions includes determining what 
constitutes a “risk.” One out of every 1,000 (or as 
many as 3,000) people who have an MRI scan are 
actually diagnosed with a tumor. But does a person 
who has a 99.9 percent chance of coming out clean 
get turned away from an MRI because the odds are 
so remote? 

Another decision Americans face is the question 
of rationing. Insurance is expensive because treat- 
ments are expensive. If we were to adopt a national 
system of some sort, it would be necessary to pre- 
scribe limits on what procedures were covered for 
whom.

Herbs have been traditionally 
thought of as the medicines of folk- 
lore, but many in the health industry 
are working to establish their scientif- 
ic credibility. 

“T think it is important that people 
know that there are educated people 
who know about herbs and use them 
with prudence,” said Jacob 
McKinney, an herbalist for Murdoch 
Health Care. 

McKinney has a 
certificate from the 
California School of 
Herbal Studies.

Herbs are different 
from conventional 
medicines in that 
they don’t act as quickly, are not as 
harsh and don’t have the side effects 
that sometimes occur with drugs, said 
Candace Jacobson, the customer ser- 
vice and education manager at 
Nature’s Herbs. 

Side effects are the main reason 
consumers are switching to herbs, and 
the switchover is largely responsible 
for the increase in herbal medicine 
research, she said. 

Almost all herb companies hire 
more technically trained people, said 
Darrell Weber, a professor in BYU’s 
Botany and Range Science 
Department. Weber specializes in 
plant and biochemistry. 

“They don’t mix it up in the kitchen 
anymore,” he said. “They have people 
who give them better quality control.” 

Weber has seen problems in the 
past. A student he supervised found 
that some capsules did not necessarily 
contain what their labels said. 

Reliable companies list the ingredi- 
ents that go into herbs. Consumers 
need to read labels and make sure 
they are getting a quality product, 
Jacobson said. 

Because herbs are considered a food 
product they are subject to FDA regu- 
lations governing food, Jacobson said. 

“It’s been my experience that 
because of the credibility problem 
that herbs have from orthodox med- 
ical practices and pharmacists, every

McKinney also said Americans need 
access to more correct information. 

“There are doctors who do under- 
stand herbs and are willing to work 
with them, but most don’t have that 
understanding,” he said. “That’s the 
problem — herbalists can’t work with 
people. People who really know herbs 
are restricted and aren’t able to give 
that information out.” 

While he does not take herbs and 
feels that taking them can be risky, 
Weber said that herbs have a lot of 
potential. 

“From a chemical point of view, 
herbs are fascinating,” he said. “Herbs 
have many good benefits that could 
be better developed for medical uses 
if people were willing to put the 
money into it.” 

McKinney believes the herb indus- 
try and the medical world need to 
come together. 

“T think there is an absolute need for 
medical doctors and medicines, and 
an absolute need for herbal medi- 
cines. If they could work out their dif- 
ferences, a lot of good could be 
accomplished,” he said. 

Until that time, consumers will have 
to take care of themselves. 

“Be aware if what is on the label is 
actually in the bottle and has been 
properly identified,’ McKinney said. 
“Consumers also need to make sure 
they are taking the correct herb for the

Consumers need to stick to’ major 
brands to ensure that they get safe, 
high-quality herbs. Although herbal- 
ists can give out. information about 
herbs, many consumers will need to 
rely on reference materials to choose 
which herbs are right for them, 
Jacobson said.

HMOs can be astounding. For exam- 
ple, if an FHP doctor ordered blood 
work and an X-ray during a visit, the 
member’s $5 to $10 co-pay and stan- 
dard monthly premiums would cover 
those costs. A similar visit for some- 
one under a traditional health care 
plan could cost $150 to $200 in addi- 
tion to regular premiums, depending 
on the insurer. 

The situation is similar with pre- 
scription drugs. Many HMOs have a 
list of covered medications (many are 
the less expensive generic brands) 
that they prescribe for a co-pay. One 
example is the popular stomach medi- 
cine Tagamet. An FHP member pays 


the $3 to. $10 co-pay while a regular 
pharmacy charges $60 to $80. 


FHP. staffophysiciansJohn Koehler~’ 


said he enjoys working for an HMO. 
“I have regular hours, getting others 
to fill in for me isn’t a problem, and I 
don’t have to worry about the 
patient’s ability to pay for their health 
care,” he said. 

Koehler said that with an HMO 
there is a lower out-of-pocket 
expense, so the savings can be passed 
on to the health care con- 
sumer. He also said FHP 
does a good job screening 
their doctors so members are 
well-cared for. 

Of course, there are draw- 
backs to HMOs as well. 
Consumers are limited in 
their choice of physicians, 
they might not always be 
seen by the same doctor, 
some medications are not 
covered at all and HMO cen- 
ters can become overcrowd- 
ed, making appointment 
scheduling difficult. 

Some have also said that 
HMO cost-cutting tech- 
niques sometimes short- 
change the member. 

For example, in a well-publicized 
incident last year, a pregnant woman 
experiencing unusually premature 
labor called FHP for authorization to 
go to the hospital. She was told to 
wait for more consistent contractions. 
She waited, the already steady con- 
tractions became stronger and she 
called again. They told her to contin- 
ue waiting. 

Finally the labor became so intense 
she decided to go to the hospital with- 
out authorization. By that time it was 
too late, and the woman ended up 
having the baby on a blanket in her 
garage.

surround genetic engineering. 
The new Flavr Savr tomato, the first 


genetically engineered food to reach- 
» the American markets, has come 


under fire because some people 
believe eating the tomato could be 
dangerous — although the FDA has 


approved its sale after lengthy consid-_ 


eration. 

The benefits of genetically altered 
food include faster and more accurate 
breeding, while problems include 
allergies and conflicts with religious 
and moral beliefs about foods that 
contain genes from sources that are 
prohibited. 

A decision made on November 6 by 
the Food and Drug Administration 
approved a genetically engineered 
drug that is intended to increase the 
amount of milk produced by a cow. 

The decision was the strongest sig- 
nal yet that the Clinton administration 
intends to clear away obstacles to has- 
ten the use of genetic engineering for 
establishing new types of crops, pesti- 
cides and other farm products. 

“Biotechnology promises to be as 
revolutionary in food processing as 
was the intention of canning,” Lynn 
V. Ogden of Brigham Young 
University’s department of food sci- 
ence and nutrition told the Deseret 
News. 5 

Some critics of biotechnology 
include Lester Crawford, executive 
vice president for scientific affairs, 
National Food Processors 
Association. He said biotechnology

Famous filmmaker 
gives students advice

Possibly for the first time ever, 
BYU students were encouraged to see 
an R-rated movie by a popular film- 
maker guest-speaking on campus. 

- Gerald Molen, executive producer 
for Amblin Entertainment, spoke to 
students Thursday in the de Jong 
Concert Hall about his own career 
and ways students can shortcut the 
long road. He also talked about his 
most recent work, an R-rated movie 
titled “Schindler’s List.’ This is 
the first R-rated movie Steven 
Spielberg ever made, Molen said. It 
includes graphic violence, nudity and 
bad language, all things Molen said 
he is typically against, but in this case 
he is for. 

“Schindler’s List” is based on a 
novel by Thomas Keneally. The true 
story has the Holocaust as its back- 
ground but focuses on a German busi- 
nessman named Schindler. 

“Hopefully the images are graphic 
and strong enough to sear people’s 
memories,” Molen said. 

Many people say the Holocaust 
could never happen again, but there is 
still persecution and evil going on 
today, Molen said. 

“Schindler’s List” is filmed in black 
and white and is similar to a docu- 
mentary in style, Molen said. The 
film is more than just enjoyment, it is 
an emotional experience. 

“T want everyone to see “Schindler’s 
List,” Molen said. 

In the movie, Schindler is a wealthy 
businessman making a lot of money 
by employing Jews for small wages. 
The movie depicts Schindler’s emo- 
tional attachment to humanity as he 
spends everything he has to save the 
lives of hundreds of Jews. The “list” 
is actually a list of people he will buy 
from the concentration camps in order 
to save them. 

Molen said he is proud to have his 


- name attached to “Schindler’s List” 


and that he considers it one of his 
finest moments. 

Although “Schindler’s List” has not 
made its box office debut, Molen has 
also been involved with many box 
office hits, including “Tootsie,” 
“Hook,” “The Color Purple,” “Rain 
Man” and “Jurassic Park.” 

Molen said his first job in the film 
industry involved driving large trucks 
full of scenery and props. He also 
spent time as a transportation coordi- 
nator for independent films. 

After beginning as a unit production 
manager for “Tootsie,” Molen has 
progressed to becoming producer of 
“Schindler’s List.” He has been work- 
ing with Spielberg since 1985. 

“It took me 33 years to achieve my 
first credit,” Molen said. “I want 
young people to know how they can 
shortcut my career.” 

Molen said he believes being in 
school and haying a dedication to pur- 
pose are key steps in becoming a 
filmmaker. He also said that goal set- 
ting is important. 

Molen said in closing that film is a 
great communications medium that 
needs students from BYU to help pro- 
duce good product. He added that he 
is willing to come back to BYU any- 
time if he can help.

That must be how Nebr aska, Auburn and West Virginia felt Sunday. Despite 
perfect records, all three need lots of help to have any shot at winning the 
national championship. 

While talk centers around a possible New: Year’s Day rematch between No. 1 
Notre Dame and No. 2 Florida State — if both win the rest of their regular-sea- 


* son games — the Cornhuskers, Tigers and Mountaineers must be envious. All 


three could finish with spotless marks and not even get considered for the top 
spot. 

Nebraska earned its third straight trip to the Orange Bowl with a 49-17 victory 
over Iowa State. The Big Eight champs moved from No. 4 to No. 3 in the poll, 
leapfrogging once-beaten Miami, which took Rutgers 31-17. But if the 
Cornhuskers (10-0, with No. 15 Oklahoma to go) don’t move up at least one 
more spot, they won’t be guaranteed a shot at the national title. 

All No..6 Auburn can do is defeat No. 11 Alabama next week, then go home 
and hope things fall its way.

Espinosa wins 
NYC marathon 
despite weather 


NEW YORK — Mexico’s Andres 
Espinosa, the runner-up in the New 
York City Marathon the past two 
years, raced to a convincing victory in 
the race Sunday on an unseasonably 
warm day. 

Espinosa, 30, was the surprise sec- 
ond-place finisher behind countryman 
Salvador Garcia in 1991 in a career- 
best 2 hours, 10 minutes, then placed 
second again, nearly 11/2 minutes 
behind Willie Mtolo of South Africa 
last year. 

This time, Espinosa earned the 
$20,000 first prize and a Mercedes- 
Benz sedan, worth about $42,500, by 
sweeping across the finish fine in 
2:10:04. 

It was a strong performance, consid- 
ering the temperature reached 70}: 
degrees and the humidity 61 percent 
when the lead runners finished the 26- 
mile, 385-yard race through the city’s 
five boroughs. 

This time, the second-place finisher 
was Bob Kempainen, 27, of 
Minnetonka, Minn., a medical student 
at the University of Minnesota.

MOSCOW — Zoya Timova, 63, 
feels like a student cramming for 
exams against the clock: She will cast 
her first ballot in next month’s elec- 
tions, but has no idea how to choose 
among all the blocs and parties. 

All along, there has been concern 
that the election might not be fair 
because Yeltsin called it hastily and it 
comes so soon after the autumn’s 
political violence. 

Some prominent opponents of 
Yeltsin, left off the ballot for lack of 
enough valid signatures, have threat- 
ened to sue. Meanwhile, they appear 
to be seeking alliances. 

“It’s very hard to tell them apart,” 
said Timova, an engineer. “There’s so 
little time and so much information.” 

She admires President Boris Yeltsin 
and knows only that she will choose a 
“democrat” in the Dec. 12 vote for a 
new parliament. 


Thirty-five parties registered for the 
election, 21 of those submitted the 
required 100,000 signatures and 13 
actually qualified for the ballot. 

But the lineup remains fluid, with 
some blocs talking of mergers and 
some that did not make the cut trying 
to hook up with those that did. 

Yeltsin, who banned the most 
extreme hard-line parties last month, 
is not saying who he favors, but nei- 
ther is he leaving much to chance. 

His top aides have created parties 
that differ in emphasis and degree, but 
all favor keeping the country pretty 
much on the course Yeltsin has dictat- 
ed. 

Many. Russians say the new parlia- 
ment’s main function should be to 
bring some stability so the economy 
can get on its feet. As the government 
struggles to introduce a market sys- 
tem, the economy is in deep trouble, 
with soaring inflation, a collapsing 
currency, rising unemployment and

Citizens give PhotoCop thumbs down, says poll

WEST VALLEY CITY — Public 
opinion remains divided about 
PhotoCop, with a plurality of those 
surveyed saying they would restrict it 
to school zones. 

The latest Deseret News-KSL poll 
shows that the photo radar system set 
up to take snapshots of speeders who 
get their citations by mail hasn’t 

exactly been embraced by West 
Valley residents. 

The controversy has calmed a bit 
since PhotoCop traffic enforcement 
first began in the city two years ago 
and set off a firestorm of criticism, 
legislative debates and letters to 
newspaper editors. 

But lawmen like it, particularly 
West Valley’s police Chief Dennis 
Nordfelt, who was alarmed at the 


in late October, shows that 44 percent 
of the respondents want PhotoCop 
only in school zones and 31 percent 
think PhotoCop should continue to be 
used wherever it’s needed. Twenty- 
two percent want it banned altogether. 

The poll has a margin of error of 
plus or minus 5 percent. The results 
were published Sunday in a copyright 
Deseret News story. 

The results indicate community 
acceptance, Nordfelt said. 

“If you had conducted the same poll 
a month after we began using photo 
radar, I suspect a large majority of the 
people would have opposed it in 
school zones or anywhere else,” he 
said. 

He also suggested the survey results 
might have been slightly more favor- 
able if pollsters seis t defined 


PhotoCop as “the automatic speeding- 
ticket pictures run by remote control 
radar.” Although the radar does auto- 
matically trigger a camera when it 
spots a speeder, a human operator is 
always present, Nordfelt said. 

When PhotoCop was first deployed 
in West Valley City, 2.8 percent of all 
the cars that passed it were cited for 
traveling at least 10 miles over the 
limit, compared to only 1.4 percent 
today. Nordfelt said that suggests a 50 
percent reduction in the amount of 
speeding. The theory is, motorists 
know PhotoCop may be anywhere 
and so slow down everywhere. 

The number of reportable accidents 
dropped from 2,255 in 1990 to 2,016 
in 1992 — the first full year of photo 
radar use — and is projected to reach 
only 1,525 this year.

other ills. 

Many of the 13 parties now on the 
ballot are distinguishable mainly by 
their leaders. Few of the groups have 
articulated policies. 

“Nobody’s against reforms now, 
even the fiercest of the opposition,” 
said Yuri Levada, director of the 
Russian Center for Public Opinion 
and Market Research. 

Since Yeltsin is, at the moment, the 
only power in the land, the real ques- 
tion for many voters is the president 
and his reforms — for or against. 

Leading the Yeltsin reformist camp 
is Russia’s Choice, the biggest and 
best-financed bloc, headed by 
Economics Minister Yegor Gaidar 
and supported by dozens of adminis- 
tration bigwigs. It wants to continue 
the “radical” market reforms Gaidar 
devised for Yeltsin. 

Russia’s Choice is widely seen as 
the president’s party and regularly

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Bandits ambush convoy in Somalia

MOGADISHU, Somalia — Bandits 
held up a truck convoy and shot dead 
15 Somalis and wounded 13 before 
escaping with 10 of the trucks, U.N. 
officials said Sunday. — 

Italian troops gave chase, recovering 
four trucks and handing over four of 
the bandits to the Somali police, said 
U.N. spokesman Farouk Mawlawi. It 
was not clear how many bandits 
attacked or whether any were wound- 
ed. 

The convoy of 14 trucks was on its 
way back to Mogadishu after unload- 
ing at an Italian base Friday night. 

The Somalis were believed to be 
carrying cargo under contract for the 
United Nations, Mawlawi said. 

U.N. officials dismissed the possi- 
bility that the attack may have been 
aimed at the United Nations and said 
it underscored a rise in banditry. 

Saturday, armed bandits hijacked a 
U.N. vehicle, killing. an American 
civilian and wounding two other U.N. 
employees before fleeing with the car. 

A memorial service was held 
Sunday for Kai Lincoln, 24, of 
Hoboken, N.J. 

“There appears to be an increased 
possibility of banditry within 
Mogadishu,” U.N. military 
spokesman Capt. Tim McDavitt said. 
“A lot of the militia, a lot of the peo- 
ple out there fighting for the militia, 
are presently inactive. Perhaps they 
don’t have anything better to do.” 

Gen. Mohamed Farrah Aidid, leader 
of one of Mogadishu’s two strongest 
rival clans, ordered a unilateral cease- 
fire against U.N. forces in October 
after a firefight Oct. 3 killed 18 
American soldiers and an estimated 
300 Somalis. 

McDavitt said the attack on the con- 
voy did not seem to be related to 
recent factional conflicts.

Puerto Rican statehood defeated

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico 
Supporters of continued common- 
wealth status for Puerto Rico pre- 
vailed at the polls Sunday over those 
who wanted statehood, turning back 
the strongest movement this century 
for full union with Washington. 

“The people spoke and I will obey 
them,” Goy. Pedro Rossello, who 
spearheaded the statehood campaign, 
said before thousands of supporters 
acknowledging defeat. 

But he added: “This is a struggle 
that will go on.” 

With votes counted from 89 percent 
of the precincts — 1,582 of 1,784 — 
official results showed continuing 
commonwealth status receiving 
740,892 votes, or 48.5 percent; state- 
hood 707,314, or 46.3 percent; and 
independence 66,915, or 4.4 percent. 

The remaining ballots either were 
left blank or were disqualified. 


Thousands of commonwealth sup- 
porters filling the streets started a 
blocks-long caravan. One of the cele- 
brants, Nereida Rodriguez of the cen- 
tral city of Caguas said common- 
wealth changed the poor, sugar-farm- 
ing island into an industrial success, 
and she was forever grateful. 

Rodriguez, 56, said: “We’ve 
affirmed that we’re Americans — but 
we’re Puerto Ricans, too.” 

Political status has been debated 
here almost since the moment U.S. 
troops captured the Caribbean island 
in 1898, ending Spanish rule. 

Celeste Benitez, campaign director 
of the pro-commonwealth Popular 
Democratic party, credited the heavy 
turnout of more than 70 percent to a 
party campaign of calling 20,000 sup- 
porters a day to bring out the vote:

Utah gun monitoring system 
inadequate, ATF agent says

SALT LAKE CITY — Federal 
agents are not keeping up with their 
job of monitoring the flow of guns in 
Utah, says an agent for the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms. 

The federal agency has only two 
officers assigned to cover 3,000 gun 
dealers across the state, many of 
whom operate out of their homes, 
says Steve Ott, the ATF’s senior 
agent in Utah. 

Those same officers spend about 
half their time inspecting explosive 
storage sites kept by many mining 
companies and ski resorts. 

As a result, Ott says, critical inspec- 
tions and background checks on new 
gun dealers are not being done. In 
fact, the agency has never checked 
dealers for felony xecords. 

Access to guns by juveniles has sur- 
faced as a concern in Utah’s battle 
with gangs. Part of the new Senate 
crime bill would tighten rules on 
licensed gun dealers. 

A Senate crime bill amendment 
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offered by Sen. Paul Simon, D-Il., 
would require that gun dealers com- 
ply with local gun laws, submit them 
to fingerprinting and police pho- 
tographs-when they are licensed, 
force them to report gun thefts quick- 
ly and allow ATF agents to inspect 
them freely. 

“Clearly, this is a key part of the 
overall anti-crime package,” says 
Susan Whitmore, a spokeswoman for 
the Washington, D.C.-based Handgun 
Control Inc. “Many people are using 
our licensing system to skirt gun 
laws.” : 

Ridiculous, says Tracy Monson, 
who owns and operates Grizzly Arms 
Co. out of his Kearns home. 

“These gangs aren’t getting their 
guns from dealers,” Monson said. 

Ott says Simon’s amendment misses 
another point: the ease of getting a 
dealer’s license. All it takes is filling 
out a form and paying a fee. 

Ott is calling for a massive increase 
in the present $30 fee for a three-year 
gun license, a step Whitmore also 
supports. 
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lead to destruction of the island’s cul- 
ture and threaten the use of Spanish, 
the sole language spoken by 60 per- 
cent of the island’s residents.

WASHINGTON — Foes of the 
North American Free. Trade 
Agreement seem a handful of votes 
shy of being able to kill the pact in 
Wednesday’s House showdown, leav- 
ing President Clinton with an uphill 


_ but achievable fight to save the deal, 


an Associated Press survey has found. 

With opponents of the agreement 
needing 217 votes to prevail, 203 rep- 
resentatives said they would vote 
against the measure or were likely to 
do so, the survey found. The figure 
included 178 who said they would 
vote “no,” and 25 who said they were 
leaning that way. 

Arrayed against them were 180 sup- 
porters of NAFTA, which would 
phase out tariffs and other restrictions 
on trade among the United States, 


Mexico and Canada. Of these, 165 - 


said they would vote for the agree- 
ment and 15 said they were likely to 
do so. 

That left 51 undeclared lawmakers 
and a‘daunting task for Clinton and 
his congressional allies, who would 
suffer a major political setback should 
the pact be rejected. 


Even if they retain all 15 representa-. 


tives leaning toward the agreement, 
they will need the votes of 39 of the 
undecideds, nearly four of every five. 
The measure will need a majority of 
votes to pass, which means 218 if 
everyone casts a ballot. There is one 
House vacancy. 

Both sides in the battle exuded cau- 
tious confidence Sunday, based on 
their own secret surveys of sentiment. 

“I see a horse race, a down-to-the- 
wire, hand-to-hand battle that will be 
decided during the vote,” Rep. Bill 
Richardson, D-N.M., a vote-counter 
for supporters, said Sunday. “My pre- 
diction is a narrow victory.” 

“T think we’re going to win,” House 
Whip David Bonior, D-Mich., a lead- 
ing congressional opponent, said. 

But in a reference to deals on citrus 

fruits, window glass and other items 
the White House has offered lawmak- 
ers for their votes, Bonior added, “It 
will depend on how much pressure 
members of Congress feel from their 
constituents whether we hold our 
own.” 
Richardson said he had tallied 199 
votes for the treaty and about 192 
opponents.
